Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 15-19, 29-31, 35, 36, 39-46, 49-54, 57-68, 71-76 and 95-100 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
is Burghartz et al (US 5,461, 250). Burghartz et al taches depositing amorphous Si, depositing 
SiGe, depositing Si on the SiGe, and performing a recrystallization of the SiGe and Si layers. 
Burghartz et al does not teach, suggest, or provide any rationale for forming a semiconductor 
film containing a rare gas element over a second crystalline semiconductor film and performing a 
heat treatment in a nitrogen atmosphere to remove or reduce the concentration of the metal 
element in the second crystalline semiconductor film after forming the film containing the rare 
gas element.
